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WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To Kenneth Wright, a Constable in the Town of Porter, in 
said County: GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the said Town of Porter, 
qualified to vote in town affairs, to assemble at the K. of P. 
Hal! in said town on the fifth day of March, A.D. 1966 at ten 
o'clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To choose selectmen, assessors and overseers of the 
poor, and all other necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for town officers’ salaries for the ensuing year. 


Budget Committee recommends $3,550.00. 


Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for all school operational and main- 
tenance expenses for the ensuing year. An appropriation of 
$32,518.00 is requested to meet these expenses. 


Budget Committee recommends $32,518.00. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize payment 
of $50.00 to each Superintending School Committee member 
as salary under the provisions of Sub-Section III of Section 
237-C, Chapter 41, R.S. State of Maine as amended, payment 
for such services to be made from the School Department funds 
as indicated in the 1966-67 school budget. 


Budget Committee recommends this article. 
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Art. 7. To see whether the town will vote to authorize the 
purchase of a new 54 passenger bus to replace the 1955 Chevro- 
let. 


Budget Committee recommends this article. 


Art. 8. To see what sum or sums of money the town will 
vote to grant and raise and what sum or sums the town will 
vote to have the selectmen secure on loan in support of the 
action voted in the preceding article. 


Budget Committee recommends that the Selectmen be 
authorized to secure loan to pay for bus. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for contingent expenses for the ensuing year. 


Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for repairs of highways and bridges outside Kezar 
Falls for the ensuing year. 


Budget Committee recommends $2,000.00. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
grant and raise for cutting bushes and applying bituminous sur- 
face to summer road improvement roads. 


Budget Committee recommends $3,000.00 and that $500.00 


be transferred from excise tax account. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for repairs of streets and or sidewalks in Kezar Falls 
precinct for the ensuing year. 


Budget Committee recommends $650.00. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purpose of advertising its re- 
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sources and attractions, said sum to be paid to and expended 
by the Ossipee Valley Development Association. 


Budget Committee recommends $50.00. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for State aid road construction (in addition to the 
amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways, and 
bridges) under the provisions of Title 23 MRSA Sections 1101, 
1103, or 1104. 


Budget Committee recommends that the town raise 2 units 
$1,066.00 and borrow 2 units in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 15. To see what name, if any, the town will vote to call 
the road leading from Porter Village to state aid road number 
8. (Near Porter Village Cemetery). 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise, if any, for the Porter-Parsonsfield Industrial Com- 
mittee. 


Budget Committee recommends that $400.00 be taken from 
surplus if needed. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for snow removal for the year 1966-1967. 


Budget Committee recommends $6,000.00. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote (a) to enter into a 
street lighting contract with Central Maine Power Company for 
a term of not less than ten (10) years covering the town’s exist- 
ing street lighting system and such additional installations as 
may be installed in accordance with the provisions of the con- 
tract; the town to pay to Central Maine Power Company for 
the street lighting service furnished and delivered to it under 
the provisions of the contract the sums prescribed by the Com- 
pany’s applicable rate schedule, which in no event shall be less 
than 90% of the maxin1um amount of the Company’s monthly 
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billing to the town for the street lighting service contracted for 
under the Company’s applicable rate schedule during any pre- 
vious twelve months’ period expiring on the anniversary date 
of the contract, and (b) to authorize the Selectmen or the Town 
Manager to execute and deliver to Central Maine Power Com- 
pany said street lighting contract. 


Budget Committee recommends that this article be left to 
the townspeople at TTown Meeting and makes no recom- 
mendation. 


Art. 19. ‘To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for street light service for the ensuing year . 


Art. 20. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$150.00 for public health nursing in Porter. Said sum to be 
expended by the Maine Department of Health and Welfare, 
Bureau of Health, for local services. 


Budget Committee recommends $150.00. 


Art. 21. To see whether or not the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $50.00 to be paid to the State of 
Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for adver- 
tising the natural resources, advantages, and attractions of the 
State of Maine in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
91,\Section 108, of the R.S., 1954. 


Budget Committee recommends $50.00. 


Art. 22. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise, if any, for civil defense. 


Budget Committee makes no recommendation. 


Art. 23. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for aid to dependent children. 


Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 
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Art. 24. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for memorial purposes and how it shall be expended. 


Budget Committee recommends $100.00. 


Art. 25. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the benefit of the Kezar Falls Fire Department. 


Budget Committee recommends $1,800.00. 


Art. 26. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the Kezar Falls Library. 


Budget Committee recommends $150.00. 


Art. 27. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
grant and raise for transportation charges on surplus foods. 


Budget Committee recommends funds to be taken from 
surplus. 


Art. 28. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
grant and raise for the support of the poor. 


Budget Committee recommends $600.00 and balance taken 
from surplus. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to deposit with some bank or banks a given amount from . 
surplus account. 


Budget Committee recommends $10,000.00 be taken from 
surplus and deposited. 


Art. 30. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for remodeling selectmen’s office. 


Budget Committee recommends $350.00. 


Art. 31. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for support of public dump. 


Budget Committee recommends $400.00. 
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Art. 32. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise to pay interest on temporary loans and outstanding 
orders. 


Budget Committee recommends $450.00. 


Art. 33. ‘To see if the town will authorize its selectmen and 


treasurer to hire such money as is necessary in anticipation of 
1966 taxes. 


Budget Committee recommends this article. 


Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to pay a discount of 
2% on all taxes paid on or before June 10, and a discount of 
1% on all taxes paid on or before July 10. 


Art. 35. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to take care of any discounts on tax pay- 
ments.

‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men on behalf of the town to sell and dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the town for non-payment of taxes or any other 
means on such terms and conditions as they deem advisable 
and to execute quitclaim deeds for the same. 


To see if the town will vote to retain fields and 
forest land acquired by the town for non-payment of taxes or 
any other means for the purpose of reforestation for future town 
benefit. 


‘To see what action the town will take in regards 
to the control of the Dutch Elm disease. 


Art. 39. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the Dutch Elm disease program.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


PORTER — 1965 


A summary of the public health nursing service in Porter 
for 1965 is presented by the public health nurse, a member of 
the staff of the Division of Public Health Nursing. 


The service given is primarily family centered and emphasis 
is placed on prevention of disease, promotion of health and 
rehabilitation. 


This year’s program shows little change from that carried on 
previously. Types of visits made where illness or problems were 
classified included—maternal health, cardiac and crippling con- 
ditions, cancer, diabetes, mental retardation, vision and hearing 
defects, and an emotional problem. In addition, there were 
visits when the nurse guided individuals or families toward 
getting diagnostic help and treatment. Health supervision visits 
were made to do preventive teaching and give counseling. 


In age distribution, young people six to twenty-one years 
remained the largest number receiving direct service. Forty-two 
percent of the visits were to or in behalf of individuals or fam- 
ilies in this age group. Nursing visits to adults comprised 21% 
of visits. This is the same as last year and indicates that there 
has been no increase in requests for home care services to the 
adult and aged group. The nurse is concerned with nursing care 
of the sick and disabled and under medical direction gives care 
to patients requiring part time professional nursing service and 
teaches and supervises family members or others giving care. It 
seems inevitable that there will be increasingly more demands 
for this type of service when we consider the recent federal 
legislation concerning medical care. 


In a generalized health program the nurse works individually 
with interested citizens and other allied workers to coordinate 
the various services. In relation to this nursing function, thirty-

six visits were made either in behalf of individuals and families 
or for planning of group activities. 


The established group activities in the school health program 
were continued. The nurse participated in the planning and 
carrying out of physical examinations of children in specific 
grades and selected screening tests of vision and hearing. 


The tuberculin skin testing program for the beginning classes 
and the seventh grades was completed in February for the last 
school year. No cases of tuberculosis were found. The program 
is again planned for the coming year. 


Three child health conferences were held this fall with a 
disappointing attendance. The purpose of the conferences is to 
provide medical health supervision for those well children who 
are not under care of their family doctor. Possibly there are 
more under private care than is realized and if this is true, it 
would be a most ideal situation. However, doubts exist and it 
would seem we need to work in the coming year toward solving 
this problem and if there is a need, work together toward mak- 
ing the conferences serve their purpose. Protection against 
smallpox, diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and poliomyelitis 
was offered at the child health conferences in addition to the 
physical examinations by the attending physician. 


Immunization clinics for all age groups are held separately 
under direction of the Health Officer. 


As in previous years, the group activities were shared with 
Parsonsfield. ‘The nurse attended the meetings of the health 
council held throughout the year. Volunteer assistance was sup- 
plied by this group.’ 


The assistance given the public health nurse by members of 
the health council and other interested people who have in 
anyway helped with the program is greatly appreciated.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Fiscal Year Ending January 31, 1966 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Porter: 


Presented herewith is my second annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


The financial report submitted by the Porter School Depart- 
ment for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1966, indicated a 
total expenditure of $83,012.73. Included within this expen- 
diture is $806.98 which is Parsonsfield’s share of the George W. 
Towle fund and the Elijah Fox fund. The school department 
receipts for the same period totaled $86,273.38, leaving a 
balance of $3,260.65. 


This school year showed changes in the faculty at Porter High 
School, only. Mr. Maurice Bouchard replaced Mr. Guido Car- 
pentieri in Social Studies and English, and Mrs. Barbara Rupers 
replaced Mr. Ray Stetson as teacher of Science and Math. In 
addition to the above, another teacher was added on a part- 
time basis to introduce French in the High School program. 
Mrs. Marguerite Cook, a former language teacher at South 
Portland, was able to take this course along with a general 


English class thus relieving an overburdened teacher in this 
area. 


As the year progressed it was evident that another part-time 
teacher was needed to reduce the load carried by Mrs. Rupers. 
Mrs. Muriel Weeks’ services were secured to fill this gap. We 
were very fortunate in having two such able people in this area 
who were willing to serve on a part-time basis. 


For the 1966-67 school year, it is planned to create a full 
time position which would eliminate the two part-time positions. 


A summer course in Driver Education was instituted with 
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Mr. Clarence Woodbury as instructor. It is anticipated that 
another will be offered this summer. 


During the summer months the school buildings were 
thoroughly cleaned and regular maintenance work was com- 
pleted. Some exterior painting was done at Porter Primary and 
it is expected that this project will be finished this coming sum- 
mer. 


We have made some improvements in our educational offer- 
ings, particularly at the High School level, but more is needed 
if we are to keep step with the demands of modern day life and 
educational requirements. 


May I, at this time, express my appreciation to the Super- 
intending School Committee, teachers, and citizens of the Town 
of Porter for the co-operation I have received this year.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee, Superintendent of 
School and Citizens: 


This year, two part time teachers have been added to the 
faculty of Porter High School. By so doing, it has been possible 
to alleviate crowding in the Junior-Senior English classes, to 
bring the teaching load of the science teacher down to a normal 
level for such a position, and to put French into the curriculum. 
At present only French I is being offered, but the program will 
be expanded yearly until a three year sequence of French is 
being offered. Adjustment of the teaching load carried by the 
science teacher will make for more thorough and efficient in- 
struction in the key area of science. The addition of another 
class of Junior-Senior English allows the school to have three 
sections of English—college preparatory, remedial, and general 
at each high school grade level. 


In spite of these improvements, there is still some crowding 
in certain subjects. 


The two part time teaching positions have been filled by Mrs. 
Marguerite A. Cook and Mrs. Muriel Weeks. Mrs. Barbara 
Rupers and Mr. Maurice Bouchard are also new to the faculty 
this year. Mrs. Rupers has taken over the science position va- 
cated by Mr. Ray Stetson, and Mr. Bouchard is filling the 
English-social studies position formerly occupied by Mr. Joseph 
Carpentieri. 


There have been several improvements made in regard to the 
library. Many books have been purchased, and more badly 
needed shelf space has been added. Under the supervision of 
Mrs. McDade, a more efficient catalogue system is in the process 
of being established. 


The pupil enrollment at Porter High School this year in- 
cludes one student who is receiving all her instruction at home. 
Through a two way telephone hookup between her home and 
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her classes here at the school, the student is able to hear all in- 
struction given by the teacher, and to hear any questions or an- 
swers put forth by the students in class as well as ask or answer 
any questions herself. In other words, the student by means of 
instant communication is as close to being a regular member of 
the classroom as is possible. The faculty is very proud of the 
excellent work being done through this system by our student 
on the other end of the telephone line, Elvera Berg. 


Driver education was also added to the curriculum at Porter 
High School this year by means of a Summer program. 


In closing, it should be mentioned that the number of stu- 
dents from Porter High School going on to further education 
has increased a great deal in the past few years. The faculty 
was very proud to see a graduate of Porter High School, Janet 
Collomy, cited for her outstanding academic achievement as a 
student in the School of Nursing at Mercy Hospital.

Sec. 2. Factory built chimneys that are approved by a na- 
tionally recognized testing laboratory may be installed in ac- 
cordance with the conditions of the approval. 


Sec. 3. Chimneys shall extend at least thirty inches above 
the highest point where they pass through the roof of a building. 


Sec. 4. All chimneys shall start at the ground level with a 
masonry base. 


Sec. 5. Cleanout openings shall be provided at or near the 
base of each chimney, and they shall be equipped with metal 
doors and frames arranged to remain tightly closed when not in 
use. 

Sec. 6. No wallpaper or other combustible materials shall 
be laid over any thimble or thimble opening or hole unless it is 
filled with at least two inches of mortar. 
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Sec. 7. No smokepipe shall be erected so as to be within 
twelve inches of any conbustible floor or ceiling. 


Sec. 8. No smokepipe which would pass into or through par- 
titions or walls of combustible materials shall be installed unless 
guarded by a double collar of metal with an air space of at least 
two inches or by at least two inches of noncombustible material 
between the pipe and the combustible material. 


ARTICLE 4—Roof Covering 


Sec. 1. Any roof covering that is effective against light fire 
exposures and possess no flying brand hazard, and is applied in 
compliance with the manufacturer’s instructions to a closely 
fitted deck is acceptable. The use of tarred felt or tarred paper 
(so called) as a permanent roof covering is prohibited. 


ARTICLE 5—Exterior Wall Covering 


Sec. 1. Any exterior wall covering that conforms with gener- 
ally accepted good practice is acceptable. The use of tarred felt 
or tarred paper (so called) as a permanent exterior wall cov- 
ering is prohibited. 


ARTICLE 6—Dumps 
Sec. 1. No dump shall be less than 200 feet from the edge of 
any town road in the area covered by this ordinance. 
ARTICLE 7—Junk Yards 


Sec. 1. Maintenance of any area less than 500 feet from the 
edge of any town road in the area covered by this ordinance for 
the use of storing scrap metal or an automobile graveyard (so 


called) is prohibited. 


ARTICLE 8—Non-conforming Uses 


Sec. 1. Any building or use of building or premises or part 
thereof existing at the time this ordinance, or any amendment 
thereto, is adopted may be continued, although such building or 
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use does not conform to the provisions thereof. Any such build- 
ing or use may on approval of the Appeal Board be extended 
throughout the premises. No non-conforming use that has been 
discontinued for a period of one year shall be reestablished ex- 
cept in conformity with this ordinance unless such reestablish- 
ment is authorized by the Appeal Board. 


ARTICLE 9—Administration 


Sec. 1. This ordinance shall be enforced by the Inspector 
of Buildings, who shall be appointed by the municipal officers 
for a term of one year. 


Sec. 2. All new buildings constructed or building relocated 
in the area covered by this ordinance after the adoption of same 
shall require a permit issued by the Building Inspector. 


Sec. 3. There shall be an Appeal Board. It will be the same 
board with the same duties as appointed under the ordinance 
passed at the special town meeting of June 27, 1961.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


PORTER — 1966 


A summary of the public health nursing service in Porter 
for 1966 is contained in the following report. 


The service given continued to be primarily family centered. 
The nurse is concerned with care of well individuals and fami- 
lies in relation to prevention of illness, with sick or handicapped 
persons in the home and with health problems that affect the 
community as a whole. 


Types of visits made where illness or problems were classified 
included maternal health, cardiac and crippling conditions, 
vision and hearing defects, mental retardation and tuberculosis 
contacts. Several visits were made to give health guidance to 
individuals with an unclassified illness. In some instances the 
nurse directed individuals or families toward getting diagnostic 
help and treatment. Health supervision visits were made to do 
preventive teaching and give counseling. 


There has been no increase in requests for home nursing care 
services. The nurse is concerned with nursing care of the sick 
and disabled and under medical direction gives care to patients 
requiring part time professional nursing service and teaches 
and supervises family members or others giving care. The im- 
petus given by last year’s Federal legislation in providing medi- 
cal care programs is expected to increase the demands for this 
type of service. 


The established group activities were continued. The nurse 
works individually with interested citizens and other allied 
workers to coordinate the various services. In relation to this 
nursing function 37 visits were made. 

The nurse participated in the planning and carrying out of 
physical examinations of children in specific grades and selected 
screening tests of vision and hearing. 
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The tuberculin skin testing program for the beginning classes 
and the seventh grades was completed and no cases of tubercu- 
losis were found. The program is again planned for this school 
year. 


Three child health conferences were held this spring with 
only a slight increase in attendance. Previously they have been 
held during the summer months. It was felt that possibly more 
parents would use the conferences if held earlier in the year. 
However, the very slight increase in attendance did not indicate 
this to be the answer. It would seem there is a need for this 
activity where physical examinations are given by the attending 
physician and protection against certain diseases offered. Let 
us again work in the coming year toward making the confer- 
ences successful and worth while. 


Immunization clinics for all age groups are held separately 
under direction of your health officer. This year for the first 
time free measles vaccine was offered. ‘Thirty-six preschool chil- 
dren were immunized at the measles clinic. ‘The number was 
not as large as expected but possibly there are more children in 
this age group already protected from earlier clinics. It is to 
be hoped this is true as measles can be particularly dangerous 
in this age group and a cause of death. There were 82 school 
children immunized which seems to indicate a very good per- 
centage of the school children are now protected by either 
vaccine or having had the measles. 


As in previous years, the group activities were shared with 
Parsonsfield. The nurse attended the health council meetings 
held throughout the year. 


The assistance given the public health nurse by members of 
the council and other interested people who in any way helped 
with the program is greatly appreciated.
